Simultaneously with the abandonment of one of the prize 
“recovery” schemes, the CWA, another of the series of “New Peal’ 
measures is about to be put through. This time jointly with the 
extension of forced labor, goes the transplanting of the poor farmers 
to desert, and mountain and abandoned regions, because the fertile 
and highly productive valleys they now populate auc the property 
of the landlords, bankers, and finance companies. 

That the burden of the plan will fall on the shoulders of the 
workers and farmers is obvious from Roosevelt's statement that 
the expenses for this sort of “relief” will come from the $950,- 
000,000, half of which must be discounted for the remainder of 
the CWA — a drop in a bucket if we realize the number that are 
jobless and bankrupt farmers. 


“Work for wages from relief funds,’’ says Roosevelt, ‘‘is not 
an essential phase of the program.” 

“No encouragement of an extension of competitive farming 
is contemplated, but rather the placing of thousands of persons, 


who made their living from agriculture into a relationship with 
the soil «3 
“Some of the methods to be emploved include building or re- 
building, to provide adequate farm homes; the provision of seeds 
or stocks for OTHER THAN COMMERCIAL PURPOSES.” (Em- 
phasis ours), 
and further: 


“The solution

Move than a month ago Hopkins, Federal ielief head. announc- 
ed this plan. He told how the submarginal—profitless or unused 
land—is to be bought by the government upon which a millien 
families are to be settled. Now the plan is given the official bless- 
ings of the President, and will be put into operation shortly. 


CARICATURING PAST TO STARVE MASSES 


It consistently follows the ‘New Deal’, to further increase the 
exploitation cf the masses. while giving aid to the large corpova- 
tions. As in the case of the RFC, AAA and other government 
agencies subsidizing the exploiters, so now the landowners are to 
be subsidized through the sale of the now unsalable laud to the 
gcvernment. The poor farmers, miners and such as are to be 
transplanted, will be torn from their homes, and caricaturing the 
days when pioneering into the waste-lands meant progress, will be 
forced to eke out a living in deserts, and abandoned regions. 
Roosevelt, imagining that pioneering is to start all over again, 
hopes that industry MIGHT arise in those regions. You consume 
only what you raise on the farm. No competitive farming — that 
is nothing could be sold. In line with the CWA shovel and wheel- 
barrow policy we are to return to the mediaeval low-level peasant 
communities. 

It is hardly necessary to dwell on the suffering that will 
follow such a plan. It is bringing starvation to the highest point 
vet reached. 

For the workers who remain in the cities. nothing is offered 
but a public works policy—the same policy which to date with 
three billion allotted, hardly employed 100,000 workers. The CCC 
forced labor camps are to be extended to include a broader strata 0 
the population than ever. Hitler's concentration camp policy is 
to be carried out on a grander scale than has yet been seen in 
any fascist country. 

The entire scheme is an indictment of canitalism in a manner 
that even the most backward workers and poor farmer should be 
able to see, 

The toiling masses of the country will not accept it! 
pointment with the CWA at present is leading hundreds of thou- 
sands to the line of militant struggle. An attempt to still further 
degrade the lives of the impoverished masses will be answered 
with a mass fight that will surpass any in American history. 
The workers and poor farmers are reaching the end of their en- 
durance as they have in European countries.

It had its origin in 1908 in the U. S. when working women 
set aside the special day to agitate for womens suffrage. 


agitation is carried on to advance the special demands of women 
workers throughout the world, in the struggle to break down dis- 
crimination, and for equality. 

It was however for the Communist International, when it wa‘ 
formed, to give the day a revolutionary significance—-to make if 
the day when woman workers and workingclass housewives areé 
called to join the revolutionary movement, as the only correct road 
towards emancipation from capitalist oppression, and the destruc- 
tion cf all feudal and capitalist fetters that still drag the woman 
behind the man as society advances. 

In this respect the Soviet Union, in the 17 years of its exist- 
ance, has pointed the way with remarkable achievements.
